I leaded  by  its  capable  president,  Roy  Carter,  and  sponsored  by  its 
excellent  adviser,  Miss  Ethel  M.  Gildersleeve,  the  Student  Council,  gov- 
erning body  of  over  fourteen  hundred  students,  is  one  of  the  most  active 
and  interesting  activities  in  the  Newport  News  High  School.
